decrees of justice should be upheld. 

There is nothing of a public na- 
ture more badly needed at present 
than reform in our courts of justice 
and in the manner of punishing per- 
sons convicted of crime. Men guilty 
of the most heinous offenses escape 
with light senlencee.while others sent 
up for a number of years— and some- 
times for life— for proven crimes, are 
pardoned before their terms have half 
expired. Tbe fate of notorious law- 
breakers is often a mockery of jus- 
tice and a matter of jest among tbe 
thoughtless and unconcerned, while 
the lovers of law and order are filled 
with disgust. The trouble and ex- 
pense of holding court for a number 
of weeks is often set at naught at one 
fell swoop of the pen of tbe execu- 
tive to whom is given the power to 
say wbo shall or who shall not re- 
behind prison bars. These are 
the things that are causing mobs to 
take the law into their own hands in 
order to be sure that the require- 
ments of justice are not thwarted. 
And matters anent this subject will 1 
grow worse instead of better unless' 
there is a decided change in the com-' 
mon mode of meting out justice. 

Mr. Harry A. Sommers, editor of | 
the Elizabethtown Him, h»« been 
sued for criminal libel. The plain- 
tiff is Judge H. W. Rives, of Leba- 
non, who takes as a basis for his suit an 
article which appeared in Sommera' 
paper of May . r >, headed "A Politi- 
cal Conspiracy."

The 
editor of the JKnm wrote an article 
in defense of bis brother and ex- 
coriated those who aided in the 
prosecution by testifying against 
Charley Sommers, which included 
Judge Rives. In his affidavit Judge 
Rives quotes the language used in 
the AVirs in regard to himself, which 
is as follows:
